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A Salute to a Man of Vision 


A Pioneer In Off Road 
Racing Promotion 


We first met Walt Lott in September of 
1970 at the first SCORE 250. He was then a 
successful air conditioning and heating 
salesman in Las Vegas, and also the Vice 
President of the fledgling off road racing club. 
He stopped by the pits of the Les Choat Burro 
team the day before the race and introduced 
himself to all on hand. At the time he drove a 
Buick powered two seater in the desert events, 
and he also helped produce the race, the first 
SNORE professional race, headquartered at the 
end of west Flamingo Road in a gravel pit, that 
is now covered with housing. 


As off road racing grew into more than 
four times a year sport, Walt Lott, a three time 
President of SNORE, began producing events 
on his own under the aegis of Walt’s Racing 
Association, which later evolved into the High 
Desert Racing Association. Lott was an 
innovator, the first promoter to not only dream 
of taking off road racing out of the 
southwestern deserts to other venues, but 
actually doing the job. We can’t think of anyone 
else who would dream of organizing an off road 
race with the fly-in house of ill repute at Ash 
Meadows as the race headquarters. But Walt 
did just that and designed one of the roughest 
race courses we have ever seen. Also the race 
featured some unique decor at the finish line. 


Walt Lott had the insight to know that off 
road racing could not thrive on events covering 
the same ground race after race. Many desert 


sites are damaged by one or two races in a year, 


especially if it is a year without rain. So he 
explored and found courses well away from his 
Las Vegas base when encroaching civilization 
was threatening the land use then and for the 
future. In the 1970" Lott organized events on 
the desert out of Henderson, Nevada and took 
his racers to the tiny place called Laughlin, 
Nevada, a one hotel town at that time (the 
Riverside). He revived professional desert 
racing in the OHV area just west of El Centro, 
California, made Jean, Nevada the off road 
racing capitol of the west, (before the big 
hotels were built), and later developed the even 
smaller community of Sloan, Nevada into a 
viable host for off road racing. 


In the late 1970’s and early 1980’s the 
need for spectator races to attract series 
sponsors prompted Walt Lott to get into the 


short course racing game. We remember the 
one and only WRA-HDRA race at Riverside 
International Raceway, an artistic but not 
financial success, and more fondly the travel 
to eastern Colorado to race on an abandoned 
horse track that featured glassed in, air 
conditioned grandstands. Lott also conducted 
short course races at P.I.R. and Firebird 
Raceway in Phoenix, Arizona. Always fond of 
Colorado, Walt staged another short course 
race at an existing stock car track near 
Denver, but the effort was nearly washed out 
by heavy rains. In 1987 HDRA produced a 
desert series race at Craig, Colorado. It is 
safe to say that Walt Lott organized more off 
road races in more different places 
geographically than anyone else ever has or 
probably will in the future. 


Perhaps one of Walt's fondest dreams that 
reached fruition was the point to point race 
from Las Vegas to Reno, Nevada, the Frontier 
500. Various problems arose after the inaugural 
affair, but the race was run again, the northern 
section later eliminated, and the Nevada 500 
started and finished in Pahrump in its final 
mutation. Now Casey Folks has revived the 
concept of racing from the Las Vegas area to 
Reno and it bids fair to be a popular event. It is 
called simply, "Vegas to Reno" and Walt would 
be proud to have it happen. His wife Edna, and 
her two children, Londa and Jimmy will 
remember dad too as this race begins, as will 
Londa's two children, Lucas and Linda. 


But back to our trip through history, as in 
the 1980s the high Desert Racing Association 
came of age in desert racing and moved from 
the tiny quarters behind the Lott home near 
Sloan to more spacious offices just a few blocks 
away. Nissan came on board as a major sponsor 
with vehicles and cold hard cash to help 
support HDRA. The staff grew along with the 
organization, and became a fully competent 
team, capable of running the myriad facets of 
an off road desert race. Walt had more time to 
cruise the desert, which he truly enjoyed, 
always watching for trails that might be used 
for racing, even on his vacation trips. 


There were many sides to Walt Lott 
beyond his image as a race promoter. He could 
be generous to a fault and quite gruff the next 
minute. He could be patient under stress or 
quick to anger. He had a host of friends and few 
if any real enemies. He was greatly respected 
by all his business associates and the entire off 





road racing community to whom he devoted the 
majority of his efforts for some 15 years. Who 
else could convince the then governor of 
Nevada, Richard Bryan to strap himself into 
Rodney Hall's Class 4 with Rodney and take a 
couple of laps on the rough and rugged Jean, 
Nevada frontier 250 course. The governor 
survived the ride with no problem and went on 
to be a US Senator from Nevada. 


Walt Lott was lost to this world in July of 
1988, suffering a fatal heart attack while out at 
a checkpoint at the Fireworks 250. The 
temperature was well into the triple digits that 
day, but maybe it was fate for Walt to pass on 
doing what he loved to do in the desert he loved 
so much. He had recovered from heart attacks 
before but not this time. But he went instantly 
without lingering pain. 


Who could replace him in the annals of 
off road racing. He was proud of putting 
together a race like the Frontier 500 when most 
pundits of the day said it couldn't be done. He 
was proud of his record as the Chief Steward of 
the Mint 400, and with the Mint's backing it 
grew to 500 car entries one year. He worked 
like a slave on his races and played hard when 
the event was over. He had no troubles with the 
Bureau of Land Management or most land 
owners; he just introduced himself, said he was 
running a race through the area and what 
could he do that would cause them the least 
disturbance. Walt Lott was a true pioneer in the 
sport of off road racing. He kept pace as off 
road racing went from weekend fun runs to 
mega buck competition in a few short years, 15 
atthe most. He was unique, perhaps a bit old 
fashioned in his determination to do things his 
way, but he was a father figure to the majority 
of off road racers. He had the idea to run cars 
from "Vegas to Reno" and did it. Now Casey 
Folks has picked up the torch, laid out a 
somewhat different course with the same 
destination. The cars and motorcycles will 
travel from the Rio Hotel in Las Vegas to the 
Peppermill Hotel in Reno. The 500 mile race in 
the USA has been reborn, but the Nevada 
desert never changes.

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About Rod Hall... 


Rod Hall began his off-road racing 
career behind the wheel of a World War 
Il vintage Jeep more than a quarter of a 
century ago. He went on to earn 11 
SCORE/HDRA titles and hundreds of 
individual wins, including 13 victories 
in the Baja 1000. In fact, Rod has 
competed in every Baja 1000 since the 
inaugural race in 1967 and is the only 
driver to win Baja overall in a four- 
wheel-drive vehicle. 


Rod returned to his roots for the 1993 Baja 1000, taking 
the wheel of the newest military vehicle turned off-road 
legend — the AM General HUMMER. Billed as the most 
serious 4x4 vehicle in the world, the HUMMER gained fame 
for its performance in transporting troops and supplies 
during the Gulf War and is now being sold to civilians. Rod 
says the HUMMER and its BFGoodrich Project T/has let him 
do what he does best — get the most out of the machine. 


“To finish first, you must first finish,” he says. “There 
may be faster vehicles, but in off-road racing, speed is 
secondary to durability. Baja offered the perfect proving 
ground for the HUMMER's toughness, power and reliability.” 
In claiming his 13th Baja 1000 win, Rod and his HUMMBER 
took on the desert with the same dedication and 


About Chad Hall... 


The son of legendary off-road 
racer Rod Hall, Chad Hall got his first 
taste of the sport when he was just 5 
years old, watching his father race 
across the rugged Baja terrain. 
Through the years, Chad’s 
involvement in the sport evolved 
quickly from spectator to a driving 
career of his own. 


In 1990, Chad ran his first season 
in VORRA (Valley Off-Road Racing 
Association) events, held in the deserts of Nevada and 
Northern California. Like his father, Chad won the first 
race he entered. He then went on to win both the Class 4 
title and the overall points championship, a performance 
he repeated in 1991. 


In 1992, Chad entered the very competitive Unlimited 
Class in the combined HDRA/SCORE desert racing series. 
Running against the best off-road racing has to offer, he 
finished seventh in the year-end points. 


The 1993 season brought still more challenges and 
new dimensions to Chad’s racing career. First, he took on 
the SODA series and short-course-style racing, competing 
in Class 4 and Heavy Metal events. Then he joined his 
father on the HUMMER Baja 1000 team. With first- and 
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commitment that Rod has long been known for, and it 
certainly paid off. 


For the 1994 season, the Baja 1000 will once again play 
an important role in Rod's racing career. So far in the SCORE 
Desert Championship Series, Rod has a win, two seconds, a 
third and a fourth, a performance that has put him in the 
lead for the year-end title. But is all will come down to the 
Baja 1000. 


Going into the final race of the season, any one of 
four drivers has a chance at the title — just eight points 
separate first, Rod, from fourth, Rod’s son and team- 
mate Chad. 


No matter what happens, however, count on Rod and 
his BFGoodrich-equipped HUMMER to be in the thick of it. 





second-place finishes, Rod, Chad and their HUMMERs 
made the new Full Stock Class the race to watch in Baja. 


This year, Chad will return to the Baja 1000 with an 
excellent chance of winning not just the race — although 
that would be spectacular in itself, but the season Stock 
Full-Size championship as well. With a win and three 
other finishes in the top five, Chad is fourth in the 
standings, just eight points out of the lead, held by none 
other than his father. 


Don’t expect Chad to go easy, though. When the green 
flag drops at the Baja 1000, the Halls will be going flat out 
for the win and a one-two finish for the BFGoodrich 
HUMMER team. Their only disagreement is who’s going to 
be first at the checkered.

The Great Candy Cane race car normally runs only in 
Baja California, and is a legend throughout the Mexican 
peninsula. It has been running for about 10 years, and has 
carried more than 100,000 candy canes to checkpoint 
personnel and spectators who watch the Baja races from 
small villages along the race course. No driver or passenger 
is allowed in the car unless he/she agrees to dispense candy 
canes at every available opportunity. 


The car is completely edible, which makes it the most 
environmentally correct vehicle in the desert. Without giving 
away its secrets, the manufacturer does admit that the tires 
are made of licorice, the engine is lubricated with chocolate 
syrup, and the fuel is a special blend of peppermint and 
lime juices. 


The owner/driver of record for The Great Candy Cane is 


Walter N. Prince, who operates a 
janitorial company in Southern 

| California. Prince is the SCORE 
1994 and 1995 champion for 
Sportsman Class 1. 


His fondest memory in 21 

years of off-road racing is when 
2 ו‎ he was presented with the 1979 

“Rearmost First Place” trophy for the Reverse-Gear-Only 
Class of the Baja 1001 In-Between Race. The trophy was 
inscribed as “Honoring the world’s most backward driver 
in the world’s most unusual race.” All entries were 
equipped with two rear view mirrors, and were allowed to 
have only a reverse gear in their transmissions. 





Prince’s car in that year was known as the PRINCE 
TELESCOPING RACE CAR WITH FOLD-DOWN WHEELS AND 
ICEBERG PROW. Prince claims to be the only true unofficial 
winner of the 1978 Baja 1000 in “The Prow”. 


Prince is a member of the CHECKERS off-road race 
support team, which has had an equally colorful history in 
off-road racing. Many of their exploits are unprintable, and 
will not be memorialized here.

Terry McDonald, became hooked on off-road racing after a get-away weekend in 1974 from a busy 
collision repair business in Lakewood, Colorado. He and a friend entered their “Fun Buggies” in the Colorado 
West 200 off-raid race. Shortly after, Terry, bought a VW Type 1-Chenowth. Just to keep up with the big boys. 
Off-road racing became popular during the mid 70’s in Colorado giving Terry plenty of opportunities to 
compete and develop his skill. Watching the Mint 400 in 1980 resulted in his first entry into the prestigious 
event in 1981. Terry, couldn’t believe how fast those guys went over such rugged terrain. It was an eye 
opener! The fast guys then were names such as Walker Evans, Ivan Stewart and the Mears Gang. Keeping up 
meant a new Funco buggy built by off-road race legend, Malcolm Smith, and also have it professionally 
maintained by Kirk Cartwrights off-road engineering in California for competition in Class 1 in the 
SCORE/HDRA series. 


In 1984 Terry, was invited to compete in the Frontier 500 Race which ran from Las Vegas to Reno. He and 
Kirk cartwright, his co-driver finished 4th, then a 3rd place finish at the Fireworks 250 in Barstow, California 
the following year. Since then, Terry schedules three or four SCORE races per year. Terry has been to the 
Famous Baja 1000 six times. Three times as a driver and three times as a crew member for Walker Evans. By 
now the VW Funco has been replaced by a two seat Funco chassis, with a 256 horsepower 3.2 liter Porsche 
engine built by Fat Performance. He and co-driver, Mario Vettraino, finished seventh overall in 1992. Quite 
impressive they were the second buggy to reach La Paz in a field dominated by factory backed trucks. Instead 
of a relaxing weekend from Denver’s busiest Ford dealership, Mario found himself along for a jarring pre-run 
with Terry, for the Frontier 500 in 1984. From then on he was hooked on off-road, and joined the race team in 
1985 as a crew member. His first race with Terry was the Parker 400 in 1988. Mario took over as permanent co- 
driver in 1988 at the Mint 400. As co-driver he’s proven easier on parts compensating for Terry’s harsher 
treatment of equipment. He’s fast but consistently demonstrates the finesse it often takes to “bring the car 
home.” Ken Campbel also is a rider for Terry, and enjoys getting away from the high volume collision repair 
shop he owns in Seattle, Washington. Another rider, Sam Bergman, has an important role, he manages one of 
Terry’s two collision shops in Lakewood, and he’s Terry’s son-in-law. The other important part of Sahara 
Racing Ltd. is their all-volunteer group that mans their pits. Sounds like they have it all together. “Good Luck” 


to this enthusiastic crew.

He 
started Jalopy racing at 16 years old, raced motorcycles while in the Navy 
in 1947, discharged in 1950 and went back to Texas with his new 
Monterey bride. Back in California in 1953 Ace got involved in Drag 
racing with the Paolo Brothers.

8 sec. E.T. car set 
three world records in less than a month! and beat it's own records. In the 
late 80’s Ace and Steve dominated off-road in VORRA for three years. 1987 
Ace celebrated a 2nd place in the 
grueling Baja 1000. The Bradfords 
currently field a short course car, 
unlimited class; a desert long course 
car and a "Tandum" racer, with a 
rear seat so his daughter can ride 
along. For a life time, Ace Bradford 
has remained dedicated to his 
passion for speed and mechanicing 
things right. Quote from Ace, "It is 
the speed that matters."

А small group of race car drivers like to 
speed over off-road courses through this desert, 
through the dust and mighty obstacles of the 
unpaved surface. The danger as well as the 
freedom of open spaces are both part of the 
pleasure of off-road racing. Bud Feldkamp 
knows it. He's one of the most successful off- 
road racers in the country. 


Most people would think that race car 
drivers are guys who like to live on the fringe, 
don’t like commitment to a routine existence, 
and enjoy a lack of roots in any community. 
There’s some of that love of precarious living in 
Feldkamp, but when he gets out of his car at the 
end of a race, his wife and four kids are always 
there to greet him. And when he gets back 
home from the desert, there’s sure to be a 
message from the office exchange, just like in 
your home. You see, Bud Feldkamp is a 
dentist—and a race car driver. 


“Racing, for me is the closest I get to 
euphoria” he says. “When the car’s working 
well and you’re going at high speeds, it’s a 
whole different world. The speed is addictive. 
You go faster and soon, you feel that you're 
hardly moving. Then, you step on the gas a little 
harder. The faster you go, the slower the world 
gets to be around you.” 


The thrill of racing is not the only 
seduction of the track, there’s also the sense of 
ultimate self-determination. "You're riding in 
rough, harsh country” explains Feldkamp.” No 
one is there to help you if you mess up. In the 
office, I have to depend on my staff and my 
patients for my work to be successful. In my car, 
I can only depend on my skill. If I fail, it's 
because of my mistakes. And if I’m successful, 
it's entirely to my credit.” 


How does a practicing dentist with four 
children come to be interested in threatening 
life and limb at high speeds in the desert? 


“It goes back as far as when I was a kid. 
When I was 12, I took my dad's car and drove 
from Nevada to California across back country 
desert roads. I have always loved the desert." 


At Loma Linda University dental school, 
Feldkamp rode a motorcycle after classes for 
recreation. As his interest in that hobby 
increased, he began entering competitions on 
the bike. However, when he started his practice 
in 1972, he felt that the chances of costly injury 
in motorcycle racing were too great. Car racing 
seemed to be a less risky alternative. 


Atthe same time that Feldkamp was 
turning to car racing, his future partner, 











E motorcycle repair shop and had. serviced 


Malcolm Smith, a world famous off- road. racer, 
Was looking for a partner. Smith owned à 


Feldkamp's motorcycle while he was in school. 
Smith had driven solo in an exhausting 800- 
1000 mile race and felt that a partner would 
make him more effective on the course. 


The two teamed up and drove their first 
race in 1973, in which they came in second. 
From then on, they came in first or second in 
every major race save two. 


Such success for a racer like Feldkamp, 
who competes eight to ten times a year with no 
practice runs in between, has to be attributed to 
more than luck. ^I think that my skill comes 
from my familiarity with the 
desert," he says. "You have 
to know the terrain, to read 
the road, and to know 
exactly where to steer 
your car to avoid 
gullies, rocks, or 
other obstacles 
which are plentiful 
in the desert. At 
10 miles an 
hour, this may 
not require 
skill. But

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and 100, you have to have a sixth sense about 
the country to make it through unharmed." 


The first five years of racing were expensive 
for the dentist. All of the funds for the overhauling 
of the car as well as the building of it at the start 
came out of his pocket. And a race car has to be 
completely rebuilt for every race. That's one of the 
reasons that he doesn’t take a spin in the car 
whenever the fancy strikes. The expense would 
be astronomical. 


"| also feel," says Feldkamp, "that racing 
is what makes driving this car so seductive. 
Just to drive it around doesn't have the edge 
that competing with it does." 


Fortunately, this last year's cost for the 
Feldkamp-Smith team was picked up by sponsors. 
Even so, the dentist takes home no more than an 
estimated $10,000 a year for his efforts, which is 
one reason why his healthy Riverside, CA, 
practice takes precedence over racing. 

And how does this daredevil image affect 
his practice? “I definitely think that it helps,” 
says Feldkamp. “Many of my patients know me 
as the racer before they know me as the dentist. 
Of course, all of the people in racing know what 
I do off the track. It's a kind of advertising 
without advertising."

Оп the walls of Feldkamp’s office are 
photos of his racing triumphs. His patients are 


L inquisitive about-this avocation and often-follow 


his career. 


“I don't know what it’s like elsewhere in the 
country, but in Southern California, it pays to be a 
little different. My patients like the fact that I'm 
more than the dentist, that I’m a racing dentist. I 
like that, too. It gives my life an added dimension. 
I find that my anticipation for racing events adds 
to my enthusiasm in daily practice.” 


Preparations for an off-road race begin 
three weeks before the event, in the garage. 
Every part of the race car is replaced and tested. 

Every time Bud Feldkamp rolls 
up to the starting line, he’s in a 
new car with all of the 
accompanying mechanical quirks 
and unpredictable bugs. So once 
again before the starting time, he and 
the mechanic laboriously check over the 
functions of every part of the car. When 
the gun goes off, he will be on his own. 


Desert racing has many obstacles to 
overcome. Not the least of these is the dust. If 
you don’t get out front at the start of the race, 
you ride through a cloud of grit, hour after hour, 
perilously ignorant of road conditions and 
directions. Every time you run off of the track is 
time lost as well as additional risk of injury. 


Most races are between 400 and 1000 
miles. They can last anywhere from 6 to 24 
hours, depending on length and road 
conditions. Feldkamp drives half of every race, 
with his partner picking up the other 50 
percent. That half can be a grueling 10-hour 
ride without breaks to eat or clear the sand 
from his eyes and mouth. Completely suited in 
fire proof accessories, Feldkamp takes off and 
fights to the head of the crowd. His mouth and 
eyes are shielded, but the sand can still blind 
and choke for a few moments. Sometimes the 
terrain is so irregular that he feels as if his 
whole body were being shaken apart, but the 
adrenaline is running, and one thought 
dominates the feelings of discomfort—win. 
Against all odds, keep going—faster. 


“The difference between the competitive 
racer and the guy who takes his truck into the 
dunes once in a while is the difference between 
the jogger and the marathoner," says Feldkamp. 
“When I’m racing, I'm an extension of my car. 
Pm on another mental plane. When I’m finished, 
I'm totally wiped out. Exhilarated, but spent.”
